For Agent Oswald- reminder 

It is not only reports that Oswald had served i t that impelled the CIA to play 
games with the Warren Conraisston, sufficient as this would have been. Sny real 
investigation would have! led to exposures of the moat serious misdeed by the Agency. 
These could have but did not surface until after The Watergate, after special 
co'initteea of both House of Congress held investigation that were seriously deterred 
by thu Agency's withholding of information and its support by former Commissioner, 
then President Ford. 

Ultimately I obtained iiunurods of pagso of CIA data given to the Comis-ion. Not 
one waa fully informative, fully honest where honest at all. I had most of these before 
Ford, recalling his Warren Commission experience and knowing the potential of any 
uninhibited investigation of the CIA, appointed hii> own personal whitewashes 
Commission on the CIA. ...... 

If it had been possible to stimulate any major media interest in but two of the 
supposed "studios" the CIA made for the Warren Coiunia-ion much that shocked the nation 
in those investigation of the summer of 1975 and later would have been exposed earlier, 
before more destruction of records. 

One of t :ese waa a short study oa allaged Soviet behavior-changing techniques, 
the other of aseaaaiuations. Both were intended to further the presumption 

never investigated and not even possible, that Oswald was a Russian assassin. Both 
were in response to mother presumption, that Oswald was a roal-life Manchurian 

Candidate. 

Any inquiry into the excessively— cautioiL3 language of the lirst study would have 
led to disclosures of the CIA’s own toying with the cdnd3 of Americans, Nasi-liks 
experiments in which people's livac were ruined and an unknown and unknowable number 
killed. One was a neighbor of mine, one of the government's top scientists in bacter- 
iological warfare. Ne was driven to suicide, leaving a wife with three small children 
to raise and educate.

Even when caught the CIA pretended its experiments wit. the living, its destroying 
the minds of Americans, was in the national defense. This inhuman business was actually 
described to the Senate committee by tho CIA as inspired end made necessary by the 
fear tnat Russians would use drugs and psychological techniques onAmerican diplomats* 
(PioM; up citation from uslon file) The actuality is that in an unguarded moment of the 
era when anything and everything it did could and did remain secret the CIA let it 
slip that the Russians did not and could not do this* 

Ana rather than thi3 in human experimentation with the minds of the living 
being defensive, as tha CIA later lied, its own memo to the Warren Commission 
disclosed the opposite as of that time in 1^04. (Topically, the CIA found it necessary 
to keep even the date on which the meiao was written oacret*; 

What tlie memo actually says is that we were and haa been five years ahead of the 
Russians and that the Russian could not do with the combination of drugs and 
psychological tzstogd: techniques what the CIA calimod was the need for its 

exp-rimeuts on humans* (qpotc marked parts behavioral memo) 

Oswald, of course, woe the presumed acaaeBin and the presumed Russian agent* The 
CIA kne w b«ttsr on both. Thanka to the I*y cantina warfare between the xga CIa aria the 
?BI, tho Ccmitiscion did too* x t merrily suppressed and lied about it* With the 
expectation of secracy, it dared* (One of the suppressors on the staff was lat^r to 
become Ford’s house black* William T. Coleman, who suspected more and knew better, 
became ford ’ 3 Secretary of Transportation. Coleman began willing to suspect the CIA 
of almost anything. Hote— recall letter with CiA clip lie 3<?nt from Fhiia.) 

Consistent with thia need to aoke tne Russians into assassins there was a riiuch 
longer CiA memo on, na Rurally, the Russians as assassins*

There were 23 titillating pages of farout tales of Russian assassinations, 
limited, as no Commission memo notes, to the alleged disposition of oca those sariarxlgy 
Rasaians Bald by the CIA to have been regarded as enemies of the Russian state. 

These were not even amateur compared withix the CIA's own practise. 

Practise in actual assassination and in the developing of arcane devices for murder. 

There was jlxjOi an organized program for the rttmimtignraBi assassination of Viet- 
namese suspected of not supporting ikx Washington's puppet, any one at any time. The 
man in charge was rewarded by being made head of the CIA. He is the William Colby 
who displayed to the Senate's committee on S pet ember 17,1975, some of those 
devices for assassination the CIA had been inventing all the time it had been 
pretending, as it did to the Warren Commission, that the Russian and others, not 
we, practised assassination. 

From developing invisible poisons to the invention of electric-powered pistols 
for shooting them with tiny darts, the CIA was in the assassination business *k 
on a wholesale scale. In this Senate testimony, the first of those investigations 
telecast, several years after Nixon had ordered the destruction of all Buch 
biological agents for murder, it came out that the CIA still had hidden swat enough 
4x toxin made from shellfish alone to kill more than 10,000 people. The quantity was 
so small most people can't visualize weights so light. 

These and other factors addressed separately raise a number of questions all 
avoided by the Warren Commission. Primarily about the possibility of the CIA as 
assassin, ft was no less adept than those to whom it attributed the disposition and 
the capability. It did practise assassinations. |t did order them. |t did consider 
even more of them. And there was always the possibility that tho e it trained and 
equipped could have gone off as self-starters. 

These are not conjectures. They arc the realities that were testified to in the 
1975 official Congressional investigations that in turn were triggered by M leaks” 
from the disenchanted, those who came to detest what they for the CIA. The CIA 



evem made deals with the Hafia for its assassinations* In turn the M*ifia was 
immunized from prosecution for other crimes* Even when it failed to assassinate, 
as the CIA failed in ita attempt against Castro arranged through one of its own 
operatives, Robert Miku haheu, a former FBI agent* (Mahau was simultaneously a 
tip aide to the paranoid billionaire Howard Hughes, who saw the commercial and political 
Benefits of havin ; the CIA indebted to him* engaged in other CIA projects some of 
which were also investigated during this period*) Immunised against prosecution, 

Maheu testifed to hi 3 role and thu arrangements he made in a secret session of this 
Senate committee* One of the Mafia bosses with whom hi de&ljr, Chicago* 3 Sam Giancano, 
was immunized against testifying by assassination at ju3t the time he was to have 
testified. 

But by the time this tip of the CIA' 3 iceberg of assassinations and preparations 
for wholesale assassinations were credited the Warren investigation waa more than a 
decade past* When it believed Oswald the lone JFK assassin and it had the respon- 
sibility of investigating this assassination, once it had reports that Oswald had 
served the CIA it had the responsibility of looking into whether the CIA, which had 
attributable motive, could have been responsible for the JFK assassination on any 
level* Even more when the unintended disclosure of the CIA's own memo that it was 
five years ahead of the Russians did it have this obligation* 

Instead It supprreoaed the whole thing* 

To make it easier it also suppressed the fact that even the Russian believed 
Oswald was a CIA agent* Despite all the nasty imputations and jLllegations of the 
Heport the Commission knew better, refused to investigate and kept a its knowledge 
secret* So secret that where some of the information supplied it by the FBI was not 
classified the Commission classified it "Top Secret*" This will interest us separately, 
in the suppressed story of luri floaanko*

Americana innocent of any offense ore among those killed. This Commission attributed 
a non-exiating "predisposition" to Oswald. aAXKM. i'ho CIA liaa a record of the pre- 
disposition and the practise* Wo will nc?ver know how cany Americans were killed and 
ruined by these CIA practises in which the military participated on an even larger 
and again murderous scale. 

» Had the Warren Commission done its job - had it ever intended to- lives could have 
been saved if JRC’a dould nob have been. These barbarities described as essential 
to the "national defense' 1 could have ended and tho Agonoy could have been turned back 
to its proper function, gathering intelligence* 

All of history could have bean different with a real investigation of the J3K 
assassination because of all the inevitable collateral exposures that would have 
made the events of the ensuing decade impossible. 

The failure of the Commission to do its job left more than an unsolved crimes as 
terrible as this one. It protected those who commitec the crime. And it made whole- 
sale international crimes possible, the monstrous crimes of the terrible decade that 
followed the JFK assassination and was possible only because of it. 

Whet better way to inspire suspicions that this was the purpose of the 
JFK assassination, that he was killed by soma in th government he headed, those who 
opposed his policies? policies changed by assassinating him.
